Christians in New Testament 
Churches Sinned 


As we look into God’s Word we 
find, as Peter tells us, that we 
are living stones, being built, to- 
gether for an habitation of God's 
Holy Spirit. And one of the out- 
standing marks of every gather- 
ing or assembly should be evi- 
denced by a life of holiness or an 
atmosphere of holiness and rev- 
erence. Let me read to you just 
one passage of Scripture—there 
are many—that tells us what to 
do as members of the body of 
Christ. ‘‘Who shall ascend into

to expect profit by giving to the 
Lord. They ought to give because 
of love. If -they give expecting 
something in return, they may not 
be prospered,” 

But such people are mistaken. 
God hag encouraged us to expect 
a blessing for giving. God has 
given His word, and He never 
breaks it; there are definite and 
certain rewards that come when 
people trust the Lord enough to 


‘do what He said and give to His 


cause. 


Study the Scriptures quoted at 
the head of this article. Jesus 
plainly said, “Give, and it shall be 
given unto you.” He plainly said 
that when vou give to God you 
will get it. back, said, “good 


righteousness; and all these things 
shall be added unto you.” Speak- 
ing.of food and drink and clothes, 
the Lord Jesus said that if you 
seek first the kingdom of God, ail 
these things will be supplied. The 
way to get is to give. 

In Malachi 3:10 the Lord made 
a solemn business proposition to 
the Jews of the Old Testament: 
“Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse, that there may be meat 
in mine house, and prove me now 
herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, 
if I will not open you the windows 
of heaven, ang pour you out a 
blessing, that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it.” Jews 
were to bring their tithes an

a lot of things I do not know about 
you this morning. But there is 
one thing I know and that is that 
the majority, the vast majority of 
the lost people that you and the 
pastor and Brother McGill and 
the choir and myself—all of us 
put together—-can get into this 
campaign, the vast majority of 
them will be saved. Now, that 
happens all over America. I do 
know this; that as we give our- 
selves to witnessing to lost men 
and women, we can win some of 
them to Jesus Christ, and I would 
like for us to make that our great 
passion. That will be my method. 
And in order to help every child 
of God here this morning, and any 
who are not children of God, (for 
the will be double-bar- 
reled), I want to speak on the 
simple subject, “Salvation Is the 
Gift of God.” 


My text is found in John 4:10: 
“Jesus answered and said unto her, 
If thou knewest the gift of 
God...” If thou knewest the gift 
of God. Salvation is the free gift 
of God to people who do not de- 
@erve to be saved and kept out 
eof Hell. 


Now a gift may be deserved, 
but salvation is more than a gift; 
Mm is a free gift. The New Testa- 
ment writers are very clear, very 
Gogmatic, about that. This is a 
gift that you do not deserve. Every 
time I leave my little girl says, 
“Daddy, are you going to bring 
me something?" I say, “You bet 
your boots I am!” She deserves 
wa. She is the prettiest, sweetest, 
amartest girl there ever was. 
There is not a bit of doubt on earth, 
in my mind about that! And she 
Geserves it; I think she deserves 
the best I can give her. But that 
isn’t salavation. Oh, no! She got 
saved about a year ago when she 
was just seven years old. But she 
didn’t deserve what she got. She 
got it through the free gift of 
God. And that is how people are 
to be saved. Some will not admit 
wt. People must be brought to the 
place where they can receive from 
the offered hand of God a free, 
undeserved gift. 


None Will Be Saved Until 
God Makes Them Thirsty 


In this conversation that Jesus 
had *with this Samaritan woman, 
I wish to call attention to three 
truths as He deals with her. First 


message 


of all, the Lord Jesus Christ 
created a thirst in this woman's 
heart. 


Modernism goes up and down 
the land and tells us that all man- 
kind are hungry to know God; 
but that is only what modernism 
says. Nobody wants to know God, 
nobody wants to be saved, nobody 
wants to have to live in eternity 
with God, nobody wants to keep 
out of Hell until God Almighty 
Himself can create that thirst, 
through the Holy Spirit, in that 
heart. There isn’t a person listen- 
ing to me this morning who is 
Baved because you sought. the 
Lord. You are saved because the 
Lord sought you, gave you a 
thirst for something you didn’t 
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have, convicted you of your awful 
need, and you stopped long enough 
for Him to catch up with you and 
save you. Jesus created a thirst in 
this woman's heart. That’s our 
job, isn’t it? If we are going to 
surrender ourselves, as the Lord 
did, to the Holy Spirit, (for He 
never did anything but through 
the power of the Holy Spirit), then 
we are going to go out here and, 
humanly speaking, create a thirst 
in the hearts of our loved ones and 
our friends and our neighbors for 
that thing that God has to give to 
eternity-bound men and women. 

The Scripture says here that 
He ‘must needs go through Sa- 
maria.” He changed His, course, 
knowing that the dear woman 
had come over there to Jacob’s 
well to draw some water. He knew 
she would get there at noontime, 
for she was an outcast. The decent 
church women of Samaria always 
came to Jacob’s Well about the 
time of dusk; that was their place 
where they gossiped and talked 
about their husbands, and bor- 
rowed thread and exchanged this, 
that and the other that was 
their place of gathering. This wo- 
man of Samaria was not allowed 
to come to the well at that time, 
for she lived way back yonder 
when sin hadn't been glorified yet. 
She had five ex-husbands, possibly 
then living in the town, and she 
was living without the formality 
of a marriage ceremony in Sa- 
maria with still another man. She 
was an outcast, and decent people 
did not have anything to do with 
her. (If she had been alive today, 
— God pity us, if this will make 
you mad I guess she would 
have been a moving picture act- 
ress. Any woman who has had 
six husbands would surely make 
good in Hollywood now!) But then 
she was an outcast; yet she had 
a soul, 


And I can imagine—and I would 
be reverent about it I can 
imagine my Lord saying, “ I have 
to go over there; wait a minute, 
I will tell you. I will send John 
over there, and he will win her.” 
But then He said, ‘“‘No, John is 
saved, but John is still a son of 
thunder, and if he got over there 
he would curse her and call God 
to rain down fire of Heaven on 
her. I cannot send John. He 
would not win her.” Then Jesus 
might have said, “Well, I am aw- 
fully busy; I will send Peter over 
there.” On further thought He 
would say, “No, I cannot do that; 
Peter is saved but he hasn’t got 
transformed yet. He would tell her 
to go away, that he did not have 
any time for her.”’ Finally, He said, 
“I know what I will do: I will go 
along with my disciples and get 
over there about noontime. There 
will be that woman who needs me, 
and I will send the disciples into 
the city to get something to eat.”’ 
Jesus wanted to get rid of them 
because they were in the way, at 
that time, of anybody's getting 
saved! Many of us make it hard 
for somebody else to win people 
to Jesus Christ! 


So it came to pass that as Jesus 
sat there on the well, the woman 
of Samaria came to drink. “Give 
me a drink,” He said. She was 
startled. I suspect that no decent 
man had spoken to her in years; 
and perhaps no man of any kind 
had spoken to her in the day time 
for many years. And here was a 
man asking her for a drink, More 
than that, He was a Jew, and 
She was a Samaritan. The Jews 
and Samaritans would not have 
anything to do with each other! 
Here was this Jew sitting there, 
and He said, “Give me to drink,” 
right out there in broad daylight, 
speaking to this poor, scarlet, out- 
cast, adulterous woman!

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She was startled, and said: “How 
is it that thou being a Jew, askest 
drink of me, which am a woman 
of Samaria? for the Jews have 
no dealings with the Samaritans.” 

Jesus answered, “If thou knew- 
est the gift of God; and who it is 
that saith to thee, Give me to 
drink; thou wouldst have asked 
of him, and he would have given 
thee living water.” 

The woman said to him, ‘Sir, 
you haven't got anything to draw 
with; what are you talking about? 
This is Jacob's well. We bring our 


pitchers here and draw water to 
drink out of it, and water for our 
cattle.” 

Jesus said, ‘I know, but I am 
not talking about that.’ “Whoso- 
ever drinketh of this water shall 
thirst again: But whosoever drink- 
eth of the water that I shall give 
him shall never thirst.” 


It isn’t but a minute now until 
she says, “I want that!” Jesus 
created a thirst. ‘I want that!’ No- 
body is going to be saved unless 
they want to be saved. 


My friends, if we would ever 
make up our minds to it, if we 
would every study the Bible, if 
we would ever wait upon God un- 
til we were dead certain, we would 
know that there is one thing we 
need, and that is that Jesus Christ 
provided salvation that absolutely 
meets every need of sinful men 
and women, and that when a per- 
son is saved, he receives some- 
thing he will never even desire 
again. 

Somebody asks, “Brother Barn- 
ard, what do you mean?” I mean 
that the salvation Jesus offers 
sinful people does something to 
and provides something for me, 
that makes it possible for Jesus 
to say to this poor woman, “If 
you get what I am talking about, 
you will never thirst again. You 
will never thirst again!” If I had 
to preach a salvation that just 
made me happy today, but made 
me think tomorrow, “I'd better 
go back and get another drink of 
that,”—I don’t think I could do 
it. I couldn’t do it! But there is 
one thing dead certain; any body 
who ever receivedthe free gift of 
salvation that God offers, through 
Christ, received something that 
did the job. The Bible says in 
Isaiah 32:17, “The work of right- 
eousness shall be peace; and the 
effect of righteousness quietness 
and assurance for ever.’ The Bible 
says in Isaiah 26:3, “Thou wilt 
keep him in perfect peace, whose 
mind is stayed on thee; because 
he trusteth in thee.” Have you 
ever read it? Do you believe it? 
Sinners Must Face Their Sin 

Jesus said, ‘If you drink of the 
water that I am talking about, 
you will never thirst again. It will 
do the job, He created a thirst, 
then He revealed a need. This wo- 
man came and said, ‘I want that. 
Give me that water, so that, when 
I get it, I will never need to come 
hither to draw again. I will never 
be thirsty again. It will answer 
the deepest need and desire of my 
heart. Give me that water to 
drink’, 

Jesus said, ‘All right, but there 
is a little matter we have to take 
care of first’. Notice carefully. 
Jesus brought up the woman's 
sin, and faced her with an im- 
possible task.. Notice exactly what 
Christ said, when the woman had 
said she wanted this water that 
would quench her thirst. “Go, call 
thy husband.” But she couldn't! 

She said, “I have no husband.”’ 

He said, “Thou hast well said, 
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I have no husband: For thou hast 
had five husbands; (and they were 
still alive, I infer from the con- 
text) and he whom thou now hast 
is not thy husband.” 


What did Jesus tell this woman 
to do? To go and get Satan up 
and Satan out, and then come. He 
told her to do something she 
couldn’t do, for He wanted her 
to see that she needed somebody 
to do something for her that must 
be done, something she couldn’t 
do herself. So He revealed the*need 
that that woman had and every- 
body else has, to have something 
done about sin. SHE HAD TO 
DO SOMETHING ABOUT SIN. 
You know, men think they can 
sin and forget it, but God doesn't 
forget it. Men think they can sin 
and. it is not so very bad, but 
30d thinks differently. This. wo- 
man’s conscience, perhaps, was 
so deadened by the ravages of sin 
that she wasn’t even troubled; 
but every sin she had ever com- 
mitted was in the memory and in 
the record of Almighty God. She 
must be brought face to face with 
the fact that it is not just a simple 
matter of wanting to keep out of 
Hell and go to Heaven when you 
die; it is a matter of having your 
sins taken care of. Somebody has 
to do something about our sins. 
Somebody must! 


Now, this woman wants salva- 
tion; she is faced with her sins, 
faced with them now. She is faced 
with the terrible truth that she 
herself cannot fix up the business 
of her sin. Why, you had just as 
well get a basket filled high with 
feathers; go out here today in 


windy Chicago, scatter the feath- 
ers all over the city, and then 
come back the first day of April 
and pick them up. You could de 
that just as easily and just as 
surely as you can go back and 
pick up the tangled strands and 
threads of your past, and undo 
the stain and the guilt of your 
sin, and come with clean hands te 
God and say, “I want to live with 
you forever yonder in glory.’” You 
can just as easily take an expen- 
sive piece of cut glass, smash it 
to a thousand bits, and put it back 
together again, aS you can go 
back and pick up your past life 
and fix the holes. This woman was 
faced with a need. She needed 
somebody to do something about 
her sin. It is not enough to want 
to go to Heaven. People need to 
have something done about their 
sins, if they would spend eternity 
in a place where the Scriptures 
say, ‘‘Nothing shall go in that de- 
fileth.”

In San Angelo, Texas, years 


ago, we had a big tabernacle meet- 
ing. One night during the invi- 
tation I happened to look around, 
and I saw a boy stand up who 
looked as if he were under con- 
viction of sin. I slipped up to him, 
put my hand on his shoulder, and 
said, “Son, are you a Christian?” 
He said, “No!” 


I said, “Do you want to be a 
Christian?” 

He said, “No!” 

I said, “Well, you go on to Hell.” 

Well, sir, that caused a lot. of 
trouble. He told his mamma, his 
mamma told his papa; his papa 
was one of the deacons, and he 


told all the deacons. They told the 
pastor—-and they actually had 
some prayer meetings about it. 
That is one way to get your church 
to praying, when it looks as if 
the preacher has ruined every- 
thing! They all agreed that I 
should not have told him to go 
on to Hell. Well, I do not know 
whether I should have or not, but 
I had, anyway, and I could not 
undo it. I never will forget him. 
I will call him Longneck, because 
it seemed like he had a neck that 
long. (I don’t think it was quite 
that long, really). But he got mad 
and he said he wasn’t coming 
back while I was there. The next 
night he wasn’t in the crowd. As 
I was preaching, I looked way 
back at the back of the tabernacle 
and I saw old Longneck’s head; 
he was out there at the doors, 
looking in. He wouldn’t come in, 
but he wanted to hear. When the 
invitation was given,.I walked 
the length of the tabernacle. Ev- 
erybody turned and looked around 
to see what I was going to do. 


Old Longneck didn’t run; I put 
my hand on his shoulder, as he 
stood outside the door, and said, 


“Sam, are you a Christian?” 
“No!” 


I said, “Do you want to be a 
Christian ?” 

“No!” 

I said, “Keep on going to Hell,” 
and turned around and walked 
back. 

Well, the fat was in the fire. 
The next night as the crowd was 
gathering I walked around the 
tabernacle and spoke to some of 
the people. They came and sat in 
cars. The windows of the taber- 
nace were open, so they could sit 
in the car and listen. I passed a 
young man, said “Hello,” . and 
went on. Finally I came around 
again and he was still standing 
there. Feeling somewhat rebuked 
for not having spoken to him more

“I’m Brother Barnard.”

He and I were going to 
have some fun! I h°a v e no 
time for a smart-aleck who doesn't 
want to be saved; but I have lots 
of time to deal with a fellow who 
has sense and wants: the salvation 
that God provided through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. And if I can, l 
will help such a person. I rolled 
up my spiritual sleeves, got my 
Bible, and started dealing with 
that boy. Soon he lifted his hand 
and said, “Could I say just a 
word, Preacher?”

I said, “Sure!: 

He said, “You don’t have to go 
over all that for me—I understand 
it all. You don’t have to try to 
get me in the notion. I want to 
be saved worse than anybody you 
ever saw, Preacher,” but he said, 
“preacher, I can't be saved,”

“No,” he said. 

“How do you know?” 

“Well, some preachers have told 
mre I couldn’t be.” 

I said, “That's interesting 

Then he told me this_ story. 
“Fourteen years ago I got mar- 
ried. My wife and I lived together 
for two years. We fought like 
cats and dogs. Finally it ended in 
a separation and a divorce. Three 
years ago I married again. I

rwasn’t interested in religion back 


there. It wouldn’t have made any 
difference to me what the Bible 
taught. But about oi £:a 2 
months ago I got concerned and 
Started going to church. I would 
try to read my Bible, and, if l 
read my Bible right, preacher, l 
have committed adultery.” 

I said, “If what you told me is 
true, you have committeed adul- 
tery, before a righteous, sin-hating 
God,” 

He said, “Well, that’s the way it 
looks to me. I will just have to go 
to Hell, won't I?” 

I said, “No, I don’t know why 
you should,” 

“Well,” he said, 
the pastor told me.” 

And he had been to see eight 
different preachers, and they had 
all told him that in order to be 
saved he must divorce the wife 
he had, go back and remarry this 
first wife, and then when he got 
that all fixed up, God would save 
him. They trad that poor boy be- 
lieving that, and he said, “I can’t 
do it.” He said, “I can’t divorce 
the wive I’ve got.

ceitfully” (Psa. 24:3, 4). 

It is one thing to profess, to 
say that you are a member of the 
body of Christ: it is another thing 
to live according to His standard. 
Sometimes in the local assembly 
unholy happenings occur. Paul 
had heard of a very serious thing 
happening in the Corinthian 
church. They had written him 
about some of the internal condi- 
tions, and he told them that when 
he would come to them he would 
come with the rod of discipline. 
So he says, “It is reported com- 
monly [common gossip, not some- 
thing hidden] that there is forni- 
cation among you, and such for- 
nication as is not so much as 
named among the Gentiles, that 
one should have his father’s wife” 
(that is, his stepmother). We 
might as well be plain and out- 
spoken. In the Corinthian church 
was an outstanding case of sin. 


Churches Should Exclude 
Outrageously Sinning, Im- 
penitent Members 


How is the local pastor to deal 
with sin and sinning members in 
his flock? I receive letters from 
al] over the country, and it seems 
that nearly every church has some 
problem to deal with, especially 
along this line. What a shame 
for a man to be a member of the 
body of Christ and be in such 
deep sin as to do what even a 
heathen Gentile would not do! 
How can one handle that man in 
a case of outstanding sin? If 
ithere ever needed to be a cleaning 
up in the body of Christ in this 
weneration, we certainly need it 
to be cleansed now, 

Now notice what God’s Word 
Says: “And ye are puffed up, and 
have not rather mourned, that 
he that hath done this deed might 
ibe taken away from among you. 
‘For I verily, as absent in body, 
but present in spirit, have judged 
already, as though I were pres- 
ent, concerning him that hath so 
done this deed. In the name .of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, when..ye 
are gathered together, and my 
spirit, with the power of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. [here is the 
thing to do] To deliver such an 
one unto Satan for the destruc- 
tion of the’ flesh, that the spirit 
may be saved in the day of the 
Lord Jesus.” 


What does it mean to deliver 
such an one unto Satan? First 
of all, let me say that it is God’s 
order where there is common 
knowledge of outstanding sin, for 
the members of the body of Christ, 
the. official leaders of the church, 
to Z0 to that person and pray 
with him and not receive an ac- 
cusation except in the presence 
of two witnesses. We are to go 
to that person who is living in 
deep, scarlet, outstanding sin and 
pray with him. If that man refus- 
es to repent and be restored to 
fellowship, then the local body 
should take action, and he should 
be delivered unto Satan for the 
destruction of the flesh, that the 
spirit might be saved. There 
should be a purging of that man 
from the church roll. When 4a 
man persists in sin, he should be 
put outside the camp, to go back 
into the world and find out that 
sin is abhorred not only by men 
and women who love God, but 
even the world will probably turn 
its back upon him. I do_ not 
know of anything more heart- 
breaking than for one to name 
the name of Christ and to be 
living in open sin, or for the peo- 
ple in his town to point to him 
and say, “There is the reason I 
will not attend your church.” I 
tell you, that is the reason why 
revivals cannot be held in some 
churches. There is open_ sin 
among the members of that local 
assembly. You know that I am 
speaking the truth! God put it 
down here. Put him outside the 
camp, but be careful as elders 
and pastors in the church that 
you yourself are in the right posi- 
tion as an official or officials in 
the body to do such action. .And 
if he repents and confesses his 
‘Sin, restore him to fellowship, but 


do not give him a place of prom- 
inence. 


But First, Try Earnestly to 
Win an Offending Brother 


Another Scripture I want to 
call to your attention is Matthew 
18:15-17. This is the way/ to 
proceed and this is_ practical. 
Every day we have to face these 
things. And if you received the 
mail that we receive, you would 
understand why I am _ giving 
these practical messages: ‘“More- 
over if thy brother [of the house- 
hold of faith) shall _ trespass 
against thee, go and tell him his 
fault between thee and him alone: 
if he shall hear thee, thou hast 
gained thy brother, But if he will 
not hear thee, then take with thee 
one or two more, that in the 
mouth of two or three witnesses 
evey word may be _ established. 
And if he shall neglect to hear 


them, tell it unto the church: 
but if he neglect to hear the 
church, let him be unto thee as 


an heathen man and a publican.” 
I do not know whether I am 
wrong in saying this, but if the 
church of Jesus Christ today 
would follow the Scriptural appli- 
cation, I wonder if thére would 
not be a great pruning of the 
present day membership. I am not 
judging anyone, but I want to tell 
you that there is a looseness in the 
body of Christ today, with so 
much of the world in the church 
that you can hardly tell a local 


assembly, sometimes, from _ the 
world. 
First Timothy 5:19, 20 say: 


“Against an elder receive not an 
accusation, but before two. or 
three witnesses. Them that sin 
rebuke before all, that others 
also may fear.” Judgment should 
begin at the house of God. We 
are told in I Corinthians the fifth 
chapter to “Purge out therefore 
the old leaven.” “Know ye not 
that a little leaven leaveneth the 
whole lump?” You let a sinning 
man whom everyone knows is sin- 
ning have fellowship in the church 
and the first thing you know 
the church will become leavened, 
permeated. 

In the twelfth chapter of Exo- 
dus, we read that the first day 
after the Israelites applied the 
blood on the two sideposts and 
over the top, they had this in- 
struction; from the vg'y first day 
they were to search ough their 
houses and put away all leaven, 
as leaven is a type of evil. Now 
notice I Corinthians the _ fifth 
chapter again, “To deliver such 
an one unto Satan for the destruc- 
tion of the flesh, that the spirit 
may be saved in the day of the 
Lord Jesus.” 


Some Should Be Turned Over 
to Satan for Punishment 
Turn with me to I John 5:16. 

This teaching needs to be given 

out. “If any man see his brother 

sin a sin which is not unto death, 
he shall ask, and he shall give him 
life for them that sin not unto 
death, that is, if he is repentant 
and confesses his sin, and walks in 
the light and has fellowship, then, 
with the Lord. All right. “There 
is a sin unto death: I do not say 
that he shall pray for it The 
meaning is simply this: if you 
proceed along God’s line and go 
to that sinning brother and he 
refuses to repent and confess and 
forsake that sin, that is a sin 
unto death. Deliver him to Sa- 
tan, and Satan under his rule, 
will destroy that person, the body 
of his flesh. And yet God says 
that the spirit shall be saved. Oh 
how we need to have our thoughts 
corrected! How we need to be in- 
structed! How we need to have 
the local assembly cleansed! 
But the Bible also says, “Let 
him that thinketh he _ standeth 
take heed lest he fall.” And in 
the sixth chapter of Galatians we 
find these words, “Brethren, 
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[speaking to the members of the 
body of Christ,) if a man be over- 
taken in a fault, ye which are 
Spiritual, restore such an one in 
the spirit of meekness: consider- 
ing thyself, lest thou also be 
tempted.” But, if that member 
refuses to repent and forsake his 
sins, turn him over to Satan. It 
is a sin unto death. Don’t even 
pray for him. We are dealing 
with serious things when we deal 
with God’s things. So He says, 
“Purge out therefore the old 
leaven, that ye may be a new 
lump. ... Therefore let us keep 
the feast, not with old leaven, 
neither with the leaven of malice 
and wickedness; but with the un- 
leavened bread of sincerity and 
truth. . , Yet not altogether 
with the fornicators of this world, 
Or with the covetous, or extor- | 
tioners, or with idolators. ... But | 
now I have written unto you not | 
to keep company, if any man 


that is called a brother be a for- 
nicator, or covetous, or an idola- | 
tor, or a railer, [that is. one | 
whose tongue is loose at both | 


ends,| or a @runkard, Or an ex- 
tortioner; with such an one no) 
not to eat,” or to fellowship with, 
when you come the Lord's | 
Supper. Be mighty careful that | 
your own sins are confessed. Oh. 
I wish somehow that the body of 
Christ could be cleansed in these 
days, that it would stand like a 
rock, like a veritahle depository 
of holiness and righteousness, 
so that the unrighteous could say, 
“There a place where God 
meets His own,” and there would 
be fear and trembling on the part 
of the unsaved.

Don’t you dare take a _ fellow 
brother to the law and go before 
the unconverted Gentile judges. | 
You should be able to settle your | 
matter on your knees before God | 
and before the elders and the offi- | 
cers of the church. The idea of) 
any professing member of 


the 
body of Christ going to the world 
elements to have their’ differ- 
ences settled when there is One 
upon the throne who will give | 
you wisdom as to what to do! 
By the way, it is very practical 
and will save you a lot of money. | 
Amen! And it will save you a lot 
of heartaches and you win your 
brother. And now notice what 
He says, “Do ye not know that 
the saints shall judge the world?” 
You and I someday,are going to 
be upon the judgment seat with 
Christ, and we are going to judge 
the world. “And if the world 
shall be judged by you, are ye un- 
worthy to judge the smallest mat- 
ters? Know ye not that we shall 
judge angels? how much more 
things that pertain to this life?”’ 
Can’t you settle your differences 
here as brothers in Christ? If 
that brother has ought against 
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you, go to him and say, “Forgive 


me. Let us just settle this mat- 


ter. Do I owe you some money? 


Have I unjustly taken something 
from you? Forgive me.” Pay it 
back with triple interest, and win 
that brother. 

I remember several years ago 3 
man in a certain church didn't like 
me. tI had some dealings with 
him, and he tried every way to 
undermine me, every way to get 
me out of my position as mana- 
ger of a packing house. One day 
he and his wife were taken 
They had no children. I felt 
definitely led to go down to his 
home.

and I said, “Brother So and So.
